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Athletes Need 2.0 Rule 

There are an estimated 30 million athletes in America.of one varie- 
ty or another, yet only a fraction of them manage to make a career 
out of it. 

For most-athletes, all they can think about is their sport and how 
one day they're going to make it into the “‘pros.” Many athletes fudge 
on their classes at time and spend more time on their sport day in and 
day out. t 

That way of life is evident at all levels of education including the 
community colleges. 

The community college has always been used as:a stepping inne to 


_ success. For the athlete, all he has to do is:stay eligible, have a lot of 


talent, work hard, and he either gets drafted or transfers to a four- 
year college. But does the athlete learn anything?. 

The California Community College Commission on Athletics pass- 
ed a new rule stating that the student athlete must maintain a com- 
ulative 2.0 grade point average in accredited: post-secondary course 
work. It is similar to high school GPA rules recently enacted. 

The rule is a good rule and it makes the student athlete become 
more academically oriented. In the long run, it will give the athlete 
something to fall back on in case he doesn’t make it in the “ pros” or 
an injury cuts their career short. 

Many athletes have also had their careers cut short due to poor 
performance. For the students scholar athlete who works hard in 
school, the transition from athlete to the real job market is easier. But 
for the athlete who coasts, the quick end of a career can be 
devastating. That person must take two more years reorganizing his 
life, preparing for a work... he thought he'd never have to deal with. 

The new GPA rule will give the athlete a type of job insurance 
they can be used if and when the need arises. 

The chosen sport is always.a number one.priority with the ‘athlete 
and it’should be. The only way to excel an be successful, at any sport 
is to work long and hard at it: 

But even the greatest athletes have to face that ticking clock’ when 
it comes time to “hang it up.” 

Getting an adequate education now will better prepare them for 
the time when their retirement alarm signals the end of the old ball 
game. '
